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A Word to Young Men. 


At this season of the year scores and scores 
of our young men who are somewhat unstable 
in their minds, have a desire to see the world, 
and think that away towards the West are for- 
tunes to be easily won, and lots of.“‘soft places’’ 
waiting for some one to occupy them—begin 
to turn their backs upon the dear old home, 
and start off somewhere in search of wealth 
which they expect to find without work. Some- 
times we think it best to let them try ‘‘rough- 
ing it’’ for a while, as in more than fifty cases 
in every hundred they soon get satisfied or dis- 
satisfied, and in either instance generally return 
again. Bat then we reflect upon our duty to 
the State we love so well, upon the duty we 
owe to each individual subscriber, and feel it 
incumbent upon us to raise our voice and in- 
fluence against the emigration of young men 
from this commonwealth, which has in past 
years worked such mischief to almost every 
branch of our industry, cramped every effort 
at progress in almost every pursuit, and thrown 
us backward instead of sending us forward in 
the course of true civilization and human ad- 
yancement. Withevery possible natural ad- 
vantage for becoming a great agricultural, man- 
ufacturing and commercial State—we take low 
rank in each, simply because oar young men 
who might, do not stay at home in Maine and 
engage in developing her gigantic resources. 
Farmers’ and mechanics’ sons, you must cling 
to Maine! Leaving her you leave home; re- 
maining here you remain at home, and where 
on the face of the earth can better homes (and 
what else are we living and laboring for?) be 
found, than are found here? 

The great majority of those who leave our 
State, are men without trades, who expect, 
wherever they may go to engage in farming, or 
lumbering, or mining, or stock-raising, or work 
for monthiy pay at whatever they can find to 
do. We seldom see young men with good 
trades leaving us—they can do as well here as 
elsewhere, and this same class of emigrants, 
these farmers and day laborers, can do better 
to settle in our own State, remaining our own 
citizens, surrounded by all the benefits of an 
old civilization, than they can to go West, or 
to California, or New Jersey, or the ‘‘Eastern 
shore.” Within our own borders we have 
one county that contains OVER FOUR MILLIONS 
or acres of as good farming land as can be 
found in New England. The State gives to 
each and every actual settler—upon certain 
conditions being complied with—one hundred 
and sixty acres of this land, to be paid tor in 
work! Where can the like offer be found? 
What better chance for Maine men to obtain 
good farms? Read the accounts which have 
appeared in recent numbers of our paper re- 
garding the advantages of this Aroostook sec- 

tion for farming purposes, the statements of 


and see if the West holds out inducements that 
can at all compare with them. Then why go 
thousands of miles to obtain that which can 
be had by going a hundred ? 

We have freely opened our columns to the 
letters of those who have gone West to make 
homes and farms, and in no instance have sur- 
pressed a single passage or line they have con- 
tained. Those who have read them bear wit- 
ness that their tone has always been, ‘Maine 
boys stay at home.’”? Nowhere do settlers there 
escape the hardships they would be subjected to 
here. In every letter of every correspondent wé 
have through the West, they invariably write 
that they have to work hard and often fare hard, 
to obtain a livelihood. So far as comfortable 
homes, schools, churches and markets are con- 
cerned, the advantages are certainly in favor of 
our own Aroostook, over that of most localities 
in the West. Young men of Maine, you who 
are strong and active, honest and industrious, 
but anxious to go out for yourselves—do not be 
hasty in deciding to follow the steps of so many 
who in years past have gone West. Think 
this subject all over. Look into the future, 
and consider your probable condition fifteen or 
twenty-five years hence; the condition of our 
own new territory with its railroads then in 
operation, and the great advantages it offers 
for agricultural pursuits—land that will pro- 
duce as large crops of wheat as the West, with 
a better market for all farm commodities. 
Then decide. But if you go West to find your 
expectations unrealized, do not complain that 
we did not warn and invite you, to remain with 
us who are laboring for the good of Maine, to 
better yourselves and better your native State, 
by staying at home, helping ‘‘to make her 
somethin g.””

The last of April or early in May, gen- 
erally, it makes an oval blackish cocoon in 
which it changes to a chrysalis, and the moth, 
(which is of a dull greyish color with wings— 
which spread an inch or more—tinged with 
red, and body spotted with black) comes out 
in from four te six weeks, pairs and deposits 
its eggs for another family of caterpillars.

What Crops shall we Grow ? 


First of all wuear. 

Yes, first of wheat. Not enly because from 
it comes that which is the staff of life, but be- 
cause we must raise it or purchase the flour, 
and because we can raise it as well as we can 
any other crop. Years ago wheat was univer- 
sally cultivated throughout the State, and good 
yields were obtained. Then came the first 
ravages of the midge—weevil, as it was called— 
and the first bounties offered by the State. 
After this came additional ravages by the midge, 
the culture of wheat was quite generally aban- 
doned, and for several years but little, com- 
paratively, was sown. During the past six 
years, however, wheat culture has largely in- 
creased in our State, and the reports of pre- 
mium crops, and those sufficiently notable to 
be reported in the agricultural press, haye en- 
couraged farmers to sow largely of this princely 
grain. 

Every readepsef the Farmer who has a field 
in good condition, sHoULD soW THAT FIELD TO 
WHEAT THIS SPRING! 

It is not true, as many have imagined, that 
wheat will not give a good yield on old land. 
On the contrary, the best of crops have ‘been 
obtained from old land, and on many accounts 
land of this kind is preferable. 
Maine is not older than the soil of the old 
countries; and wheat has been produced for 
centuries upon the great wheat fields of the 
eastern nations with no diminution in the re- 
turns. In England—where the soil has been 
tilled longer than it has in this country—the 
yield has been doubled within the past thirty 
years. Furthermore, if what is grown at all, 
whether in Maine, New England, or the West 
a few years hence—it must be grown upon old 
land. The fact that our land is old should be 
no obstable to its culture in our State, and no 
farmer should hesitate to sow from oNE TO 
THREE ACRES if he has that amount of land suit- 
ed to the crop. 

Sow WHEAT IN PREFERENCE TO SOWING ANY 
OTHER CROP! 

The farmers of Maine have every encourage- 
ment to sow wheat. Not only should the suc- 
cesses of the past few years incite them to 
raise their own flour, but they possess every 
natural advantage in its favor—a soil and cli- 
mate suited to its production—the chief con- 
ditions of success. Wheat demands a clean, 
fertile soil, and the growing of wheat tends to 
promote high farming, a condition of agricul- 
ture much needed among us. Where it costs 
$50 to grow an acre of potatoes, wheat can be 
grown for $10; and while the former would 
take from the land three times as much potash, 
soda, lime and magnesia, as the latter, the 
wheat from being consumed upon the farm, 
would again return to the soil a large per cent 
of these elements. 

FARMERS, WHATEVER CROP Y@U NEGLECT TO 
SOW, DO NOT FAIL TO SOW WHEAT ! 

There has been hardly a number of our pa- 
per during the past two years, but has contain- 
ed a statement of some premium wheat crop, 
or a large yield obtained by some good farmer;

About Grapes in Maine. 


Your recent remarks about grapes in Maine 
remind me of a wish I had to say a word about 
the same matter, but which has been thwarted 
by labors which were duties. It is very true, 
as Mr. Bailey says, that last year furnishes no 
fair test of the fitness of a grape for our cli- 
mate as regards time of ripening; for last sea- 
gon was a very exceptional one. I had none 
which bore and failed to ripen; nor was there 
the usual difference in the time of ripening. 
The Iona, which never before Geol tee 
came along with the Delaware, which has 
ripened every year since 1859, its first year of 
fruiting with me. As for the Adirondac, I 
feel sure it will only succeed in a few forward 
places in our State. Last fall Dr. Bell showed 
me vines in his garden and in that of Mr. J. 
H. yee (in a. which were vigorous 
and healthy, and I was told the fruit ripened 
7 and was large and fine, and I have no 
doubt such was the fact; yet this proves noth- 
ing at all to me, as to its fitness for culture 
generally in Maine, because either the soil, the 
climatic influences or some other conditions at- 
tending fruit culture about Hallowell and Au- 
gusta, are usually as unlike those of other 
places in the State as the season of 1870 was 
unlike average pears. Ever since the time of 
Dr. Vaughan, the White and Golden Chasselas, 
Early Black Oluster and other foreign grapes 
have been grown and ripened successfully in 
this vicinity. Repeatedly I have been furnish- 
ed with cuttings and layers of these grapes by 
Mr. Spaulding of Hallowell, Dea. Nason of 
Augusta, and others, in the hope that, possi- 
bly, they might _— to be hardy ings, 
or that they had become acclimated and would 
succeed elsewhef®. But however well they 
grew the first year, I have never had one of 
them live over a winter, and I live about sixty 
miles, or nearly a degree of latitude farther 
South. They suffered here from mildew, so 
that the wood did not ripen. It is much the 
same with the Heart cherries. Forty years 
ago, and a times meanwhile, I have seen 
young trees there growing like weeds, and old- 
er ones a like currants, while usually, in 
other parts of the State they failed to give 
moderate satisfaction. Now as forthe Adiron- 
dac grape, I have yet to learn of the first vine 
in ine, aside from those in that locality, 
which has succeeded. My own experience has 
been decidedly unfavorable. Five or six years 
ago | hada vine anda bud from Mr. Bailey. 
The vine made a very moderate growth the 
first season; the bud, inserted as a scion ina 
strong root, grew better; but neither have done 
much since. Neither has attained above half 
an inch in diameter, and the fruit has been a 
single - cluster, neither the berry nor 
branch being half as large as some Delawares 
growing in the same borders. Two vines of 
Salem planted very near them, and two years 
after them have grown more than twenty times 
as much, besides yielding many layers. 

I am frequently asked, what is the best 
to grow in Maine? It is a question 
which nobody can answer. It is too early, b 
a good while, to expecta reply. Grape cul- 
ture, with us, is in itsinfancy; nowhere in the 
United States has it more than reached early 
youth. New varieties are coming along every 
year; and while it may be safe to reject some 
of them without protracted trial, it will re- 
quire half a score of years at least to learn all 
the ins and outs of the better ones inany given 
locality. And then it is with grapes as with 
other fruits—some are good almost anywhere, 
like a Green Gage plum or a Gravenstein ap- 
ple, while others are worthy of cultivation on- 
y in locatities of quite limited extent, like 
Newtown Pippin, which succeeds almost no- 
where except near the Hudson river. If it be 
asked, what do results show regarding those 
best proved up to this time? I would say that 
Delaware heads the list so far as quality gov- 
eras, but it is a slow grower, needs light cul- 
ture and has small frait. I have had fair uni- 
form success since 1856, when my first vines 
were planted. It would not be strange if the 
Croton should supercede it. For ease of cul- 
ture, vigorous growth and great productive- 
ness, the Hartford leads; but in quality is not 
up to what is wanted, and our young vines, 
especially if not fully exposed to the sun, the 
fruit is apt to drop too soon. It has given me 
crops every season for more than a dozen years. 
It would not be strange if Eumelan should dis- 
place the Hartford as an early black grape. 
Concord may be planted sparingly on light dry 
soils and warm exposure; in heavy soils it does 
not succeed here. Allen’s Hybrid has too 
much foreign blood, and mildews badly. Some 
of Rogers’ Hybrids have done very well, so far 
as proved. Salem has fruited with me for two 

ears—1869 a very unfavorable season, and 

870 an unusually propitious one. In both it 
was not inferior to Delaware in quality, be- 
sides being larger in berry and cluster, and a 
vigorous grower. Massasoit and Col. Wilder 
ranked next to it; Agawam, showy, but not 
near Salem in flavor; none of these being yet 
sufficiently proved to speak with confidence, 
and the same is true of Israella and a host of 
others. Old Colony holds its place yet as the 
earliest, and therefore not to be dispensed with; 
and Northern Muscadine is quite satisfactory 
to those who like it, and they are many, how- 
ever much others may deride its foxiness and 

ulpiness. 
Of the new ones, not yet fruited here, prob- 
ably Croton and Eumelan will take high rank. 
If Arnold’s Hybrids are as and early as 
reported, and carry the habit of the mother 
lant, as asserted, of improving with frost 
they will prove highly desirable. Time an 
experience alone can determine as to their wor- 
thiness for general cultivation, and every one 
who bestows these can contribute through the 
ress toward the formation of accurate ju 
pants, by ee the results and the - 
tions u which they were attained—as soil, 
exposure, age of vines, method of culture, de- 
gree of neglect, and whatever else brought 
about the results. Those who plant vines by 
the hundred in Maine are very few, and fewer 
still those who _ by thousands, as in man 
other States. I fancy it would be hard to fin 
a dozen cases in the State where one acre of 
vines can be found in a plat—and this may be 
wise now, but probably will net always.

ing in the town of Albany one can readil 
see why it has the reputation of being ‘‘whole 
hearted” in every ‘good word and work.’ 
The farm houses are models of neatness and 
eomfort, and farms ample and well tilled, barns 
stuffed with hay, an mage overflowing. 
This town has three villages, of which West 
Albany is just before us, a busy place with the 
usual routine of village life. The town of 
Craftsburg contains t villages, one of 
which, Craftsburg common, is on an eminence 
of no small pretensions. As we go still fur- 
ther South the scenery changes to abrupt hills, 
rough, stumpy farms, occupied by sturdy 
farmers who work hopefully from year to year 
earning an honest living. As we follow the 
river towards Wolcott, we see the effects of the 
freshet which occurred a little more than a 
earago. A terrible thing it was to the in- 
bitants of this vicinity—that rolling, surg- 
ing river carrying swift destruction with it, 
eutting new channels here and there, flowing 
over beautiful meadows, leaving sand and drift- 
wood everywhere, and carrying cattle and 
sheep along with its deadly current. In one 
place we notice a house entirely by itself, the 
river sweeping around it and leaving it on an 
island as it were; and now it seems urrying 
and rushing on at a furious This Wil 
Branch is quite free from falls, runs nearly all 
the way ona level, but is when swollen by 
heavy rains, a swift impetuous stream. The 
land through this section is rough, but is prob- 
ably good farming land, but not as good as 
that we have passed. The buildings are poor- 
er, and a many left in an unfinished state; 
may be the farmers are not as refined and tidy, 
or perhaps their incomes will not allow of more 
improvements. Suddenly we come in sight of 
a bold, ra hill, loftier than the rest, and 
our curiosity is excited as to what name it 
beats. Itis hid from view occasionally, but 
still keeps in sight enough for us to know that 
we are approaching it. 
The next village we through is North 
Wolcott, which is somewhat celebrated for a 
mineral spring, which in the summer months 
attracts many visitors. The spring is fitted up 
in very good style, being covered with an orna- 
mental roof and well surrounded with seats. 
The new buildings and three hotel signs creak- 
ing in the wind, show plainly it has been the 
means of swelling -the dimensions: of the vil- 
lage. As we proceed the valley grows narrow- 
er, and hills higher and more numereus. Stop- 
ping to refresh both man and beast at a pleas- 
ant country hotel, known as ‘‘Hubbells,’’ we 
inquire of the landlady the name of the hill 
which has attracted our attention, and find it 
to be Elmore mountain, and that we are three 
miles from Elmore vi . After a rest ofan 
hour or two we p on our journey, and 
for the next two miles the road is one contin- 
uous hill, tiresome for travellers as well as 
horses. When we reach the summit, a very 
pretty view greets our eyes. The neat little 
village of Elmore lying on close proximity to a 
beautiful pond, and the mountain towering be- 
yond, makes a scene bewitching enough for an 
artist. The road winds along the edge of the 
pond, and the sun shining so brightly gives 
that beautiful sheen to the water so dazzling 
to the eye. Leaving this lovely village we still 
climb another hill and find some very good 
farming land, and on two or three farms we 
notice a few nice looking Cotswold sheep graz- 
ing inthe fields, and p quite a number of 
cows showing that dairying is carried on to 
some extent. A guide board on our left says 
nineteen miles to Montpelier. The road grows 
rougher and the farms poorer, and on still fur- 
ther the valley is scarcely wide enough to admit 
of a road, and the passage of the Worcester 
Branch, which unites with the Winooski and 
then on and on until it empties into Lake 
Champlain. This is alonely road surely, with 
occasionally a house poorly built situated on 
some scraggy, rocky farm where the valley ad- 
mits of a clearing. The river which we follow 
along, is quite different from the Wild Branch. 
It has a number of falls, and runs ‘‘down hill’’ 
at a furious rate. On this stream are one or two 
saw mills doing an extensive business; and at 
this time there are thousands of logs on the 
way down stream, and in some places there is 
quite a jam of them, and many ef the logs will 
be battered badly before mashing their desti- 
nation. This is such a winding river it would 
have been quite a satisfaction to have known 
the number of times we passed over it; but the 
thought occurred to me too late. 

We come next to Worcester village, eight 
miles north of Montpelier. The valley widens, 
and farms with rich meadows and uplands 
spread out in magnificent proportions, with 
substantial buildings and Be every ap- 
pearance of wealth and contentment. Four 
miles further on is the village of Wright’s 
Mills, and is really a small manufacturin 
place. Here are two large four story build- 
ings, one a machine shop and the other a wool- 
en mill. The busy hum of machinery issuing 
from them falls pleasantly on the ear. From 
Worcester village to Montpelier there are cords 
upon cords of wood piled up beside the road, 
ready for the teams to take to Montpelier when 
the snow comes; and tkis winter work of get- 
ting wood isa source of much profit to the 
farmer. One farmer had thirty-two solid cords 
of dry block wood already sold at seven dollars 
per cord; twenty-five cords four foot wood 
worth five dollars per cord; fifteen cords bark 
worth eight dollars per cord, and some hun- 
dred logs worth, board measure—ten dollars 
per cord. 

At sunset we enter Montpelier, and find it 
teeming with life and activity. The Legisla- 
ture being in session, the place is busier than 
usual. e find it a place of three thousand 
inhabitants, and well worthy of being the cap- 
ital of the State. E. M.

Your correspondent also says the weevil and 
midge have nearly disap in Maine. This 
is true, as they have no paternity in the soil of 
Maine, and are brought there in the seed wheat 
from the West and elsewhere. The sure rem- 
edy against this evil is to soak in salt pickle 
ten or twelve hours, then rake the seed in ash- 
es, destroying the egg or fly, and imparting 
fertilizing effects also.

For the Maine Farmer, 
More about Aroostook County. 


Its Location and Extent. 
In the Farmer of March 4th, a correspondent 
calls for information ‘‘on the prospect, present 
situation and capabilities of some of the newer 
sections of our State.’’ In response I would 
say that Aroostook county is situated at about 
46 degrees north latitude, and contains, if I 
recollect right, 202 townships of land; each 
township containing 23,000 acres, or something 
more than four and a half millions of acres in 
the county. Many of these townships are own- 
ed by wealthy proprietors who purchased the 
land for the timber on them, and many of 
whom refuse to sell at any price believing the 
land to be worth more to them for timber than 
the sum they might realize by selling out to 
settlers. And this argument applies with con- 
siderable force, when it is borne in mind that 
most of the townships owned by the State have 
been lotted for settlement, and offered to ac- 
tual settlers for fifty cents per acre, payable in 
labor on the highway! ‘Thus virtually giving 
each settler a farm, or land to make it of, with 
no other conditions imposed but to become an 
actual settler and make a road for himself. 
Lands known as timber lands are not consider- 
ed good settling lands, the growth being _— 
— spruce, fir, hemlock, pine and black 
ash, though in all of these townships more or 
less good settling land is found. The* lands 
set apart by the State for settlemeut, are gen- 
erally hard wood lands covered in many in- 
stances with a gigantic growth of rock maple, 
ellow birch and h. The soil is various 
ut generally of a slate and limestone forma- 
tion, with a very fair percen of vegetable 
mould, which renders it peculiarly adapted to 
the growth of wheat and other cereals. 
Principal Crops Grown. 
In my section of the county (the south west 
part) we seldom fail to raise a good crop of 
corn, but to do this we plant an early variety. 
Taking the county at large, the principal crops 
are grass, oats, buckwheat and potatoes. e 
sometimes get as high as twenty-eight bushels 
of wheat to the acre; but the more common 
yield is about eighteen bushels per acre, and 
as for potatoes we believe we can beat any part 
of North America in quantity and quality. In 
the matter of fruit we are much behind the 
older counties in the State, many and indeed 
most of the early settlers believing that fruit 
culture in Aroostook would: prove a failure. 
But a few enterprising farmers persisted in 
trying the experiment, and those whose labors 
were accompanied with a reasonable amount of 
skill and intelligence have lived to see their la- 
bors crowned with abundant success. 
Prices of Land. 

As to the price of lands, I will say, that in 
my immediate vicinity there is but little de- 
sirable land for sale at the State price, namely, 
50 cents per acre; but a great many small im- 
provements are from time to time offered for 
sale, owing to change of location, deaths in the 
army, &c. Perhaps the prices that such im- 
provements generally sell for, will be better 
understood by giving examples. I have often 
been employed as agent by absent parties to sell 
their lands. Last year I sold a lot containing 
200 acres with about 3 acres cleared for $250; 
another lot not so well situated containing 83 
acres, and cutting four tens of hay was sold 
for $209; another lot, a half mile from the vil- 
lage, mills, stores, t office, church, school- 
house, &c., containing 150 acres, cutti 6 
tons of hay, with no buildings, sold for $300. 
But persons should not infer from this that 
improved farms in Aroostook can be had for a 
song, as Nelson Herrin, Esq., of Houlton, re- 
cently sold his farm for $10,000. The cheap 
lands mentioned above were situated in an in- 
corporated town (Sherman) where there is a 

gristmill, two sawmills, shingle machine, 
clap-board machine, church, school-house, five 
stores, tannery, mechanics’ shop, &c., and 
there are still chances for profitable investment 
here. 





Means of Transportation. 

One serious drawback to this section of our 
county has been the want of a proper outlet 
over which to transport our and products. 
True we have the so-called Aroostook road, 
built about thirty years at t expense 
to the State, a The he oer hills and t 
bottomless valleys, which has rendered that 
celebrated thoroughfare conspicuous in annals 
of Aroostook as well as a fruitful if not fright- 
ful source of discouragement to immigration 
hither. But whenever we have tried to secure 
a road for mainjtravel where nature pointed the 
way, we have invariably been met by wealthy 
land owners, who owned ey of land 
directly in front of us, and who held these 
lands as insurmountable barriers to our pro-

In mova- 
ble comb hives it may be laid on the frames 
above the bees. This feed does not stimulate 
breeding, is easily given them, and is not ex- 
pensive. 

Italian bees need no feeding so far as my ex- 
perience I have about forty colonies of 
pure Italian bees, which ave last fall 
ninety-five pounds weight each, hive and all, 
beside storing from fifteen to sixty pounds of 
honey each in boxes—one hive stored seventy- 
five pounds. in boxes. This they did, while 
about fifty hives of common bees in the same 
neighborhood stored ‘‘narry a pound’’ in boxes, 
and one-third, if not more of them must die of 
hunger this spring unless fed. As I have been 
engaged for the last two years in breeding these 
bees for the market, I have not chosen to speak 
of them to any extent in my communications 
to the Farmer; but owing to poor health I shall 
not continue the business this season, therefore 
I may be permitted to speak of them according 
to my experience with them, and not be 
thought ‘‘grinding my axe.’’ 

Rye or wheat meal should be given to bees 
on all pleasant days. Put it in shallow dishes 
near the hives in some place out of the wind, 
but where the sun can shine on it, and the 
will eagerly appropriate it. A few poun 
given to each hive is worth many times its cost.

The Lost Nation Wheat. 


In reply to a subscriber at East Corinth, I 
would say I purchased two bushels and four 
quarts of seed wheat of the ‘‘Lost Nation’’ 
variety, last spring. I cleansed it, reducing 
it to about two bushels. I sowed it the 5th of 
June, on about an acre of land where corn and 
beans grew the previous year. The drouth 
coming on it did not branch, neither do I think 
it allcame up. Then the grasshoppers took 
it; and it appeared for a time that I would not 
get more than double the seed. I thrashed it 
with the flail the last of February, and not- 
withstanding the drought, grasshoppers and 
vermin, I winnowed up twenty-one and a half 
bushels. Had it not been for the above draw- 
backs, I think I might have had forty or fift 
bushels. It is reported that one man in this 
county raised fifty-two bushels from two bush- 
els seed. This was in 1868 or 1869, I think. 
This wheat is not liable to rust, at least I have 
never heard of an instance. The straw is 
strong, semagenty not so liable to lodge. It 
has been tested in this region during the last 
six years. It is said it flours equal to the best 
winter wheat. 

I purpose to sow three acres this spring, and 
to save the remainder for my neighbors and 
friends. I feel perfectly satisfied with it and 
think no one will ever regret sowing it.

The egg and poultry 
business become of commercial importance 
to the State. He had recently been informed 
by a gentleman in Bangor who had been en- 
bigel taneahy in the business for a number of 
years past, and whose means of obtaining ac- 
curate information on the subject were ample, 
that 150,000 dozens eggs were shipped from 


the port of r alove during the past year, 
He estimated the quantity nhipped at other 
places in the county at about 150,000 dozens, 
aggregating about 500,000 dozens, as the quan- 
tity of eggs alone, sent from the county of Pen- 
obscot during last year. These, at an ave 

of 24 cents per dozen, would amount to t 
sum of $72,000, an amount, which when thus 
displayed in figures, convinced the most incred- 
ulous that the cackle of the hen and the crow 
of the rooster were not empty boasts over fruit- 
less results. Last year Mr. C. kept 85 hens, 
at a net profit of one dollar each. The breed 
which he preferred was a cross of Brahmas 
with the Leghorn. As to food, Mr. C. stated 
that animal food was a uisite for eggs in 
the winter season. e usually ured @ 
quantity of tom-cods, which in this vicinity 
cost but little, which he fed out to his hens. 
Lime, ashes, broken crockery and vel are 
furnished constantly. Warm drink is neces- 
sary, and he was particular to save for this 
purpose, the dish water, &c. 

r. Joel E. Shaw gave, as the result of his 





experience, figures even more satisfactory than 
those of Mr. Carter. From thirty hens he had 
cleared during the year past, the sum of $55. 


His mode of feeding was similar to that adopt- 
ed by Mr. Carter. Mr. Shaw entertained a 
more favorable opinion of what were styled

The Public Debt. 
©» the Ist of September, 1865; the amount 
of *he Publie Debt of the United States, then 
at ite’ maximum, was'$2,757 000,000. On the 
Ist of July, 1869, it was $2,489,000,000, a 
decrease of $268,000,000 in foar years, or 47 
millions.per year, But Congress in obedience 
to the wishes of the people pronounced against 
the immediate payment of any large portion of 
the debt, on the ground that it will be much 
easiét to"pay it by and by. The rates of tax- 
ation were ‘therefore largely reduced, and the 
burdens of the people proportionally lessened. 
This relief gave new life to industry, and the 
ability to pay taxes increasing, the revenue 
rapidly.augmented. The excess of receipts 
overexpenditures was month after month larg- 
er, until Jane, 1870, it was 20 millions, and 
the entire surplus applicable to the payment 
of the public debt, daring the year ending with 
that month, was 113 millions, and the debt 
was, in effect, reduced by that amount. In 
view of this large surplus Congress had again 
interfered and repealed taxes to the nominal 
amount of 80 millions annually. On the Ist 
of December last, Secretary Boutwell, having 
before him the result of the first quarter of the 
current fiscal year, estimated the surplus for 
the whole year at 69 millions; three quarters 
of the year are now complete, the surplus has 
already reached the sum of 66 millions, and 
there is no doubt that if no business revulsions 
occur, the surplus forthe whole year ending 
June 30, 1871, will reach 90 millions, 21 mil- 
lions above the Seeretary’s estimate. 

Thus, each year, the prosperity of the coun- 
try outstrips the anticipations of those best 
qualified to prophesy. In spite of efforts by 
Congress to reduce taxation, the revenue rises 
buoyantly after each redaction, and gives us a 
surplus that will, if continued, extinguish the 
debt inless than twenty-five years. Secretary 
Boutwell advises the payment of 25 to 50 mil- 
lions of the principal annually; at the former 
rate the debt would be extinct in ninety-two 
years; at the latter rate in forty-six years. 
The latter period would be soon enough, yet 
at present we are paying it off at double that 
rate. At the next session of Congress the 
revenue laws will be thoroughly overhauled, 
and receive an extensive pruning, but if peace 
and business prosperity continue, together with 
an.honest and economical administration of the 
government, the great debt will disappear 
within fifty years in spite of us. 





Presipent Grant’s rorTucominc San Do- 
minGO Messace. A Washington.dispatch says 
the President has prepared a message to send 
to Congress with the report of the San Domin- 
go. Commissions, briefly recapitulating the 
course and character of the negotiations for an- 
nexation and the reasons which induced him 
to entertain them. The President also says: 


He had no pre-conceived policy on the sub- 
ject prior to assuming the office of President, 
and that he gave no countenance or encourage- 
ment tu the representations of the Dominican 
Government as made by its own agents, but 
resolved to investigate the subject for himself 
by his own agents and in hisown way.

But, first of all, get the library and the 
reading-room. Whether its use should be 
free, or should be subject to a small fee; 
whether the management should be in the 
hands of the city or of an association of citi- 
zens, whether the city should be called upon 
to contribute funds, and if so to what extent— 
all these and many other questions will occur, 
and opinions will differ. But no one, we think, 
will question that a library of good books easy 
of aceess will exercise a most beneficent influence 


the community. Let all who have the best 
interests of the city at heart help the enter- 
prise along.

Murper or A Maine Man sy rue Ivprans. 
The Denver, Colorado, Tribune has a letter 
from Ralston, Grant Co., New Mexico, dated 
March 11, from which we extract the follow- 
ing: 

On the 8th or 9th Mr. Chas. Sutherland, A. 
C. Hepner, Chas. Kerhl and wife, and two 
others, on the road from Chihuahua, and near 
Casa Leon Springs, were surprised by a band 
of Apaches, and all killed on the spot. They 
were attacked and slaughtered by the red fiends 
with lances—the heads of some of them were 
severed and placed upon the bodies of the 
others, and otherwise horribly mutilated. Two 
Mexicans who were on horseback made their 
escape, although one of them was wounded, 
probably fatally. It appears that the party at- 
tacked and killed was a few miles in advance 
of Kerhl’s train loaded with bacon for Fort 
Bayard. Mr. Hepner and Sutherland were 
residents of this place, and men of standing. 
I believe Mr. Hepner’s people are in Colorado. 
Mr. Sutherland is from Portland, Maine, and 
came here last summer, who after passin 
through the rebellion and receiving aul 
wounds, has fallen, like many other good men, 
under the vile hands of the damnable Apaches. 

The Portland Advertiser says Mr.-Suther- 
land’s name appears on the roll of the 10th 
Maine regiment as a member of company ‘‘A’’ 
who enlisted from Biddeford in 1861 and was 
wounded at Cedar Mountain and discharged 
but afterward rejoined the regiment. He must 
have been about 54 years old at the time of 
his death. 


Cusan Arrairs. A late Havana dispatch 
says Gen. Modesta Diaz, an insurgent chief, 
and native of Santo Domingo, surprised in the 
neighborhood of Bayoma a band of contra- 
guerillas, consisting of 70 men of an Havana 
regiment. The attack was so sudden and well 
conducted that the contra-guerillas, after a 
slight resistance, fled, but with the exception 
of their chief all were captured and killed. 
Gen. Diaz also surprised a cavalry force, kill- 
ing 12 men. The rebel loss in these engage- 
ments was insignificant. 

The continued activity in the eastern depart- 
ment gives color to the claim that part of the 
Hornet’s cargo was landed after the unforta- 
nate accident at Punta Brava. These success- 
es, following the victory at Mayart, inspire 
fresh cy in insurgent circles here, and the 
reports from the insurrectionary districts show 
a warlike spirit. 

A dispatch dated March 29th says: 

The volunteers in the neighborhood of Los 
Remedies roasted a man alive, first running a 
stake through his body. The volunteers were 
caught by Spanish officers while engaged in 
this act of cruelty and outrage, which gréatly 
incensed the people, and many murders on both 
sides resulted. 

Four hundred persons mostly negroes, who 
recently surrendered at Puerto, have returned 
to the woods, impelled by hunger. They 
thought it preferable to die by Spanish bullets 
than from want or small pox, which is raging 
so fearfully.
